Police Officers Work 


Special Road Detail 

During the late-night and 
early-morning hours following the 
Red Wings first playoff win at Joe 
Louis Arena last week, 10 officers 
from the Romulus, Allen Park, 
Huron Township, and Van Buren 
police departments and the Michi- 
gan State Police Metro South Post 
patrolled I-94 and I-275, looking 
for intoxicated drivers.

"OHSP contacted our depart- 
ment based upon the number of 
accidents that result in injuries 
and fatalities within this area of 
Wayne County,” explained Execu- 
tive Lieutenant Eric Painter of the 
Romulus Police Department. 

As aresult of the first enforce- 
ment effort, four drivers were ar- 
rested for driving under the influ- 
ence of intoxicants..A total of 100 
vehicles were stopped for traffic 
infractions ranging fromthe OUILs 
to speeding, seat-belt violations, 
and other transgressions. Traffic 
citations were issued to 77 motor- 
ists and another 23 were given 
verbal warnings. 

"Our officers reported a lot of 

Red Wing stickers and flags flying 
fromthecars," Painter stated. "For- 
tunately, most of the people in 
those cars were driving responsi- 
bly. We were pleased to see that, 
of the many fans who enjoyed the 
Red Wings’ victory, the vast ma- 
jority did theircelebrating and driv- 
ing with their enjoyment and safety 
in mind. 
"We hope that this pattern will 
continue," he concluded. "Wewant 
to make sure that the highways 
are safe for all fans.”

A number of Romulus High School 
students are working hard to keep ele- 
mentary students from trying or using 
drugs and alcohol.

Matthew Cahill, SAAS Director, 
believes that the key to success is early 
involvement. 

"Allthe research | have read shows 
that most drug and alcohol abusers 
started when they were young," he 
stated. "Our program lets boys and girls 
know about the dangers of drug and 
alcohol use and the damage these sub- 
stances can do to both their bodies and 
their minds. Our high-school students 
are fantastic, creative, and effective in 
conveying that message." 

One winning essay illustrated the 
terrible effect that alcohol can have ona 
family.
